.Vfonanhan, secretary to the Oishop, 
acted as deacon; the Rev. Thomas 
^fcAleer, asalatant at St. Patrick's 
r-hurch, as snbdeacon, and the Rev. 
Qeorge M. Connor, pastor of St. 
William's church, as master of 
ceremonies. An elaborate pro- 
gramme of musle was a teator* of 
the dedication. 

Bishop O'Donaghne preached the 
sermon, In which he traced church 
history from the building of the 
temple by Solomon to the present 
day. He said the structure being 
dedicated was a fitting memorial to 
'he pastor, the Rev. Wlllctt, whose 
!inlirinc efforts had made It pos- 
sible, and the beauty of the edifice 
reflected praise upon the architect, 
J. J. Oaffney. 

In the evening the church was 
again thronged, when the Rev. 
lames P. Crnnin. Vicar PiPneral of 
'ho (liocprte. pastor of St. I'alrick's 
.•■hurch. sane Ilie solemn vespers. 
Father Cronin was assisted by the 
Rev. John T. Hill, pastor of St. 
Ana's dinrsh. as dsaoon; the Rev> 
John D. Xalaher, of St. Columba'a, 
as subdeacon, and the Rev. Celeatine 
Brey. of Holy Cross church, as mas- 
ter of ceremonies. The sermon was 
nreacheil In- ihe Rev. Dr. Oeorge 
Rchuhmann, pastbr of St. John's 
nhurch. Father Schuhmann said 
that yesterday waa the birthday ot 
the new church, that it 'was the 
result of the labor of many months 
by both pastor and eommnnleanta, 
ind that it was in the thoughts and 
prayers of friends all over the city. 
This year was to be remembered as 
the Jubilee year, he said, for It was 
the '1,600th anniversary of the de- 
cree of Constantlne, proclaiming 
Christianity. The architecture of 
the St James church was Byzantine, 
he said, thus being a reminder of

The 
nave Is 117 feet long, sixty feet 
high and fifty-six feet In diameter, 
fh* Interior is la whits. High in 
the eelttng Is an eye, emblematical 
of the eye of Ood, and below It are 
figures in bas relief, representing 
the twelve fruits of the Holy Ghost 
— charity, Joy, patience. peace, 
benlngnity, goodnesa, longanimity, 
mildness, faith. modesty, con- 
tingency and chaalty. Just below 
the doiM are four stained-glass 
•rindows. Th* columns are not 
Placed on the main floor, where 
tliey would Interfere with a view 
.^f the sanctuary, but In colonades In 
'he rear. The pews are of.(iuartered 
lak, with a seating capacity of 860. 
The three altars are of Carrara 
marble. Inlaid with Venetian 
mosaics. Tke side altars are snr- 
mountsd by statues of white 
I'arrars. The niches for the sta- 
tions of the cross an- Krouped on 
each side under the large windows. 
I"he light throuKb the stained win- 
iows l| soft and the electric illum- 
inating bulbs are hiddoa. ▲ large 
basket at th* reer throws out soft 
rays while each colonade has a 
cluster In a small basket.

.North of the Potomac and Ohio 
rivers and east of the Mtsalsslppl 
river live about half of all the peo- 
ple of continental Tnlted States. 
Within tha! section, included in liie 
foregoing half, are ten million per- 
sons who when the census man 
comes round give him some place 
in a foreign eonntry as that of their 
birth. flsBO*, whan starting out 
for the dsy. If one lives In this in- 
dustrial section of America, one is 
likely to run up against a foreign 
born person in nearly every fourth 
man cr woman one meets. And the 
stream of Immigration has not dried 
up! There is no danger that it 
will do 80, but lust suppose that 
these ten millions of men and 
women were to pack up their be- 
longings late on some afternoon and 
that night depart for the ianda 
tliey came from! Reared in rural 
regions of Europe, these people 
can have no special fondnesa tor 
our stifling tenements and our un- 
protected coal mines. ' American 
cltiea can show many quite as un- 
pardonable tenementn as can Euro- 
pean cities, and American mines are 
constantly ImprisoniuK lielpless and 
haplehs men and takiuR big tolls in 
tragic deattis. Why should UanU-. 
grants remain T What bas* of com- 
plaint would Americans have If their 
bakers, confectioners, clothiers. Ice- 
men, coal heavers, railroad and 
cellar dlKgers, their almost every 
form ef manual labor, and' smalli 
tradesmen. <lid go back to scenes of 
their chililhood? Rut the days Im- 
mediately following their departure 
would be deeolate oqee for thoae of 
us who remain. A bad night for 
America indeed! 

This Is the day when Americana 
look to their water power, their 
soils. Boundless in resources, 
Americans have been prodigal in 
the use, often In the waste, of them. 
But now all Is changed. What we 
have we have decided to take care 
of. What we have not, but may 
have by proper handling, w* ar* 
training onraelves to get. Btfi- 
cleney In shop, on farm. In mine, 
In publicity, in .salescraft — such la 
the order everywhere. One com- 
modity of transcendent importance 
Is left out ot these conservative 
conalderetlona hy a good many 
people, • That commodity Is Ameri- 
can national character. Where did 
America get it? It la unlike the 
character of any other nation. For- 
tunately these foreign born peoples 
who might go away between some 
sundown and sunrise ean not take 
with them the contribution they 
havo made to American character. 
We are lucky to that extent. Theae 
millions more who enter at New 
York and other ocean harbors are 
bringing more characteristics lo 
dump into America the most re- 
markable melting pot the world 
over knew. 

Those who know say we got our 
bustle In politics from the Irish. 
The English have politics, but It is 
not the American kind Our kind 
Is the Irish kind, the land on top 
quality. Cramped In a small fertile 
Island Irishmen had need for larger 
quarters snd they found thsm hare. 
IrUhmsa cants her* and taught us 
how to tight and win at the ballot 
box. A few unworthy men and 
methods floated In, but by and 
large the contribution of the Irish 
to American political character has 
been tremendous In volume and 
value. And thros^ America aa 
a practice place IrlahmoB in pol 
itics have inttaeaaed plasat (he 
whole world, even Treiaad aad lag- 
land themselves. 

Politics was by no means all of 
the contribution to our national 
traits mad* by the Irish, any more 
than the Christmas tree, sausage, 
b**r aad moale war* all ot th* con- 
tribatloaa of the Oermaaa. Politics 
sausage and beer wer* thing* Irish 
and Oaman broeiAt vttk them over 
the ocean chiefly baeaua* It never 
occurred to them to leave t^em be- 
hind. And America is laflnltely 
richer because of their thoughtl***- 
nass. Osfmans hav* glv*B t* Am*r- 
lean oharactar frugiJlty. thorough- 
ness and Industrial training. How 
poor would be American character, 
fur exuwple, had not the Dutch 
^'hrown in their stubbornness, their 
sa\. in their way uiakeup. their 
'tieanlluess and their missionary 
^Oal- The Scotch brought hither 
. tlso their missionary teal and threw 

1'hat in. But the kindly and canny 
loot, famed for certain drinks made

New Tear"* Is the most universally 
celebrated of holidays. ChrlRtmaa la 
practically confined to Christian 
countrlefi and In Honir> of IIh'sp has 
only a rellRlous olipprvniirp. The 
MDie Is tnip of KaKti>r Other holi- 
days are for the most part national 
in character aad afa oontlBad to 
their own conntriaa. Bat Naw Tear's 
in ■oma fom la ealabratad In. all 
land! and la not a few ta tbe chM 
holiday Of the year. It Is not ob- 
served always on January 1, the 
Chinese and Jewish New Year's be- 
ing notable exceptions and the Rus- 
sian festival beInK beld on what to 
us Is January 12, owlag tO E dlftal^ 
ence In the calendar. 

Especially Is tbe beglnnlnc of the 
year a time of featiral in tha Orlaat. 
Nobody kaowa Jnst how old the oaa- 
tom la, bat It probably antedates 
history. In most Asiatic countries 
New Tear's eve Is a. time for settling 
debts, wiping the slate clean for the 
succeeding twelvemonth. Ten drink- 
ing Is naturally one of the chief 
forms of ohsorvanrp In China and 
Japan. There it Is an art, and the 
ceremonial on New Year's is Intend- 
ed to outrank anything else in the 
pink tea llaa. Tbe Japaaeaa tea 
room to bidden away in tome 
■eelnded part of the ararden, and 
only a fOw of the elect are admitted. 
This of course refers to the private 
tea rooms, the public ones being 
frequented by Mr. Common People 
and all his wife's relations. The 
•la [IS cat from a large variety of 
(lishi's on this day, plously offering 
samples of the foods to their gods. 
The day in Nippon to celebrated on 
Jannary 1 as vitb as. 

Tbe Chinese New Tear, which Is 
based on the moon and occurs In 
January or February, is like a pro- 
longed and glorified Fourth of July, 
or rather as the Fourth was bt-fore 
It beraiiip safe and sanoe. It lasts 
for several days and is full of color, 
noise and action from start to fin- 
ish. Firecrackers, Chinese Unterns, 
tea, feasting aad caratral all play 
their part, and tbe 'new year is 
initiated In a way to put ginger into 
his young life. The popular greet- 
ing Is "Kunghl," which Is to say, 
"I humbly wish you joy," or 
"Slnhl," "May joy be yours." From 
111 is it will be seen that the Chlneso 
have a "hi" old time. Not only do 
lanterns abound, hut artificial flow- 
ers and red mottoes ornament the 
bonaaa. Bran in the Ualtad States 
the lanndrles are abandoned while 
the Celsatlata pi^ eeremoalal calls 
and decorate ererytblng in sight 
with red paper. Europeans also 
paint the town red on New Year's, 
only they do It in a different way. 

New Year's Is a great day for the 
children In the country towns of 
Russia. The boys carry peas and 
wheat, showering those they like 
with wheat aad tboaa they diallke 
with peas. Varloas dom«ptl« an- 
Imato are gayly deconlted, and led 
about tbe streets. There Is also a 
ceremony of changing water into 
wine, which is harmlesK eiiounh. 
since It does Increase the wine 
supply. 

Tbe great feature of the German 
New Tear's is "Sylvester Abend," 
corresponding In some meaanre to 
our wateh parties, anapt that more 
liqnid refreshment Is absorbed. The 
punch bowl is the center of attrac- 
tion, but the punch is usually made 
of mild Rhine wine end does little If 
any harm. Ill fares It with the man 
wearing a high hat on this nl^bt, 
for it is smashed with Rreat en- 
thusiasm. In Frankfort on the Main 
a pretty custom to observed. 
Promptly on the first stroke of 12 
every shutter la towa flies opaa and 
a head appears wltk tbe shout, 
■ Prosit Neujahr!" It is as quickly 
withdrawn, and the shatters are re- 
closed before the clocks have fin- 
ished booming the hour.

- iouB observance, so that New 
^ ear's is the great poptilur holiday. 
Olfts are ezchan^ed ami rails are 
made on January 1, and all through 
the moath. 

The Ikcltob obsarraaea of New 
Y.ar'a to aot tartaly diCereat from 
oura, aieept that tke old year Is 
swspt out by BOB and boys dressed 
as chimney sweeps and Is rung out 
with muffled hells, which change to 
a clear and joyous note at the btroke 
of 12. It is to this custom that 
Teniivsoii refer?, In his "In Memor- 
lam," so often quoted, "Ring out the 
old, rlaa la the m*.*

Dogflto tha trisadly fasUag ex- 
istlBg batwaaa the different relig- 
ious bodies in this country and the 
conviction that the Cathnllcs are 
doing the best worii for the uplift of 
hiiiiinnily. it seems to lii' ni>cpsgary 
to repeat every few years the answer 
to the old charge that Catholics have 
a divldad allegiance and that they 
are svblaet la civil auttters to a 
foreign power, the Pope of Rome. 
This charge goes back to the days 
of persecution in England and Ire- 
land. The answer lo It also dates 
back to the same epoch. It is simple 
and direct. In 1855 Archbishop M. 
J. Spalding, then of Baltimore, 
wrdte this memorable statement: 

"But are not Catholics the snb- 
jects of a foreign prince, the PopeT 
This slander — like almost everything 
else said against iis li.is been re- 
futed an many thoiisntiil limea al- 
ready that we are almost afralil to 
tire the patience or insult the under- 
standing of oar readers by answer- 
ing It again. No man of common 
Intelligenoe or Information need be 
told, at this late day, that the 
obedience we owe to the Pope Is 
confined entirely to reliKlnn and 
spiritual things; and that he neither 
claims, nor we allow, any jurisdic- 
tion ov'er ua in temporal matters 
affMtIng onr civil allaglipiee. Ihla 
question has been so long settled 
throughout the clvlllred world that 
Its revival at present appears to be 
wholly useless, if not utterly absurd. 
When It was a inii'stion, more than 
sixty years ago, of removing some of 
the penal laws under which the 
Catholics of England had been so 
long snfferiag, this vsry question In 
regard to the natnre and extent of 
Papal jurisdiction was discussed: 
and It was then settled to the entire 
satisfaction of Mr. Pitt and of the 
whole British Parliament, which ac- 
cordingly pasaed the Catholic relief 
bill. The oath of allegiance freely 
taken by Catholic Bisbops, and mem- 
bers of Parliament and officers of 
the Oovernment in Oreat Britain 
and Ireland, with the sanction of the 
Popes themselves, expressly dis- 
claims belief in any civil power or 
iui isilii iion over British suhJectB. as 
Inherent In the sovereign Pontiffs." 

Tho flrat CatboUe Bishop of the 
couatry— the venerabla Carroll, of 
Baltimore — wrote as foltowa on this 
subject, in a pastoral letter issued 
February 22, 1797: 

"There would indeed be n founda- 
tion for the reproach intended by the 
words, foreign Jurisdiction, If we 
acknowledged in the successor of St. 
Peter any power or prerogative 
which elaabed in the leaat degree 
with the duty we owe to our coun- 
try or Its laws. To our country 
we owe allegiance and the tender of 
our best services and property, when 
they are necessary for its defense; to 
the Vicar of Christ we owe obedience 
In things purely spiritual. Happily 
there Is no competltlOB ia their re- 
spective claims on as, , nor any 
difficulty In rendering to bndi Ou- 
submission which they have a i it 
to claim. Or.r country comiiiaiidH 
and enforces. by outward coercion the 
services which tend to the preserva- 
tion and defense of that personal 
security, and of that property, for 
the sake of which political societies 
were formed and men agreed to live 
under the protection of and In obedi- 
ence to, civil government. The 
Vicar of Christ, as a visible head of 
his church, watches over the intcK- 
rlty and sonndness of doctrine, end 
makes use of means and weapons 
tliat act only on 4hs sonto of men 
to enforce the dntlaa of reltctoa, the 
purity of worship aad eeoleatostieal 
discipline."
